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A third trial of Dale Morris, 
charged with the slaying of 


Charles Flink, November 22, 1955, 
is set for March 1957, when Cir- 
cuit Court will convene in Han- 
cock County. 

The first trial was held in 
March of this year, at which 
time a jury deadlocked at 11 
members voting guilty and one 
for acquittal. 

The case which has grown in 
fame with much publicity, is 
possibly setting a precedent with 
a second trial ending with a jury 
deadlocked rendering a verdict 
of nine guilty and three not 
guilty. 

The week long trial ended 
Sat. during midafternoon, after 
the jury had been retired for the 
night on Friday by Judge Grant 

The three attorneys had ended 
their pleas about 10:30 Friday 
night. At 11:45 the jury had 
deadlocked with a 7 to 5 verdict. 
Judge Grant retired the jury for 
the night asking for a verdict 
Saturday morning. Court recessed 
and continued about 9 a. m. Sat 
urday with the jury still giving 
the 7 to 5 decision. They were 
again retired by Judge Grant, 
and about 11:30 called back 
into the Court room at which 
time they had reached a change 
of 9 finding the charged man 
guilty and 3 holding onto a be- 
lief of innocent. Again they 
were retired by Judge Grant, 
and about 11:30 called back into 
Court, with foreman Dolph Kel- 
ler informing the Court it was 
the jury’s decision they would 
not terminate the deadlock de- 
cision of 9 to 3. Judge Grant 
then excused the jury. Thanking 
them for their earnest and se 
rious deliberation of the case, he 
called the second mistrial. 

As the jury began to file from 
the court room, spectators who 
had risen for the decision began 
to clap. It was difficult to de- 
termine whether the applause 
was directed for any specific 
reason or as a relief from ten- 
sion which had been mounting 
during the long and tiring week, 
when record crowds thronged
